aub-section 1 of Section ILL. it w provided’ 
that at certain’ points on tha Yangtsze, 
“those Leing all places of trado in the in: 
‘terior, at which, as they are not open ports, 
foreign merchants are not. legally uuthcrised 
to land or ship: goods, steamers ‘shall be 
allowed to touch for the purpose of landing 
or shipping passengers or goods; but incall 
instances by acans of native boats only, and 
‘subject to the regulations in. foree affecting 
tative trado.” Ie. British aubjeots already 
possessed: the power to opon warehouses 
wherever they pleised, “whethor at he 
ports or other. places,” it. would have been 
supsrerogatory to seaure to them the ptivileze 
of landing and shipping goods at the points 
named in,the Chefoo- Convontion ;. bub: we 
have the express declsration that foreign mer- 
chants were uot legally authorised to land’or 
ship goods there, and the further provision 
that “Foreign merchants will mit be autho. 
riged to reside or open houses of businéss or 
warehouses at the places enumorated. as 
ports. of call.” Olearly’therefure thers can 
be na right to open warehonseg at Fatehan, 
a place which has not even been opened 10 
foreign trade to the limited. extent of the 
points on the Yangtsze ‘mentioned in the 
Chefoo Convention, Whatever claim might 
originally. havo heen ‘founded on the am. 


*) biguous Article XIT. of the Tientsin Treaty 


has been swept away by the Chefoo Conven- 
tion, whioh recognises that foreigners. have 
not the right.to open warehouses in the in- 
terior, . Whether it is desirable tliey should 
have. sueh a right is an entirely different, 
question; we are now only dealing with the 
strict interpretation of the treaties. And in 
his memorandum on the revision of the 
‘Tientsin Treaty, written in 1868, Sir Trozas 
Want explains how Article XIE: came to be 
worded asit is, The words “other places,” he 
says, were inserted on his own suggestion, and 
he admits that some other form of expres. 
sion might. have been chosen whieh would 
have moro exactly defined the privilege it 
was in contemplation to. obtain, but the 
words were misundérstood when they were 
heli, as they were at. that tine by almost 
the entire community, to concede the right 
to British subjects ‘to establish themselves 
in the interior just as they do at the ports. 
After the Treaty of 1842, 1t was found that at 
’] Canton, where the whole of thé residenceshere- 
tofore occupied by foreigners were “the pro- 
perty of the Hongists, the influence of these 
proprietors with the people was such that it 
became impossible for a foreigner to require 
premises even of the most humble deserip- 
tiou, beyond the limits knowns the foreign 
feetories, offer what terma.he might, At 
Whampoa, the real port of Canton, the most 
determined opposition was offered tothe build- 
ing of warehouses or the acquisition of 2 site 
on which to build an office forthé Vice-Consul, 
whose presence wus required to control the 
crews of the merchant shipping, frequettly 
af that time from 4,000 to 5,000 men, At 
Amoy the residence of foreigners on the is- 
land of.

FURTHER PARTICULARA. 

Two of the survivors of tha Namehow.arrivad 
hore yestordny morning by the Douglas steamer 
Formosa, and from thom some farther partientars 
réluting to: tha loss of that vessel have been 
learned. One of the mon belonged to the crew 
of the vessel, the other was ono of thy com- 
pradore’s staff. They state that at midoight, 
after leaving Hongkong, tho vessel ‘sprang o 
leak somowhore in the engine room and the pumps 
wore sot to work. After working for some tims 
the pumps broke down, and about 4 a.m, sail 
was set and an attempt mado in this mannor 
to reach Iand, The stoamor continuod to fill 
rapidly and orders were givon-to lower tle boats. 


According to their acoount five or six boats wero 
Towored, atd the Chinese began to qrowil into 


.[ them: Of these boats all exospt one either wont 


to pieces in the wator or sank, beiig ovarorowded 
‘Thn remaining boat containing thirty Chinese, 
inoluding tho two from whom this information 
has bewn planned, managed to rench the ghoro in 
ssfety. ‘I'wenty moro were picked up by fishing 
junks and were also prt on shore, Tho aurvivors 
state that more might have been saved had tho 
junks come nearer the vessel, but they were afraid 
to do ao in consequanes of the -heavy eva that was 
then ranning.
